He saw the bull, fitted an 
arrow in his bow, and sent it whizz- 
ing throuffh the air. The brute was 
struck in the lower nart of one of 
his ribs.

but not mortal.

OF T. E. EDISON 


"That the movie screen will sup- 
plant the blackboard and the motbn 
picture film w4H take the place of 
text hooks in 'the school is true to a 
certain extenta," declared Prof. M. 
V. O'Shea in giving his opinion 
of, 


the prediction made by Thomas -A. 
Bdison to the federal trade commis- 
sion last Tuesday. 


"Motion pictures have been shown 


successful 
in teaching .children,' 


continued Professor O'Shea, "But 
motion pictures cannot entirely take 
the place of the text book. The 
importance of text books in .the 
school will decrease it is true.' It 
is not a matter of whether jnotion 
picture s. ere effective, for this has 
been proven, but it is a case of how 
extensively they can be used. 


"Some" subjects oan be advantage- 


ously taught by the means of mo- 
tion pictures. History, for instance, 
when dramatized will be far more 
comprehensible than it is when 
taken from tha text book. Geog- 
raphy, wild life, farming and • in- 
dustry such as mining and manu- 
facturing- are well adapted to the 
screen and can be effectively taught 
in this manner. On the other hands, 
such subjects as arithmetic, ge- 
ometry 
and .higher 
mathematics 


which involve, reasoning to a great- 
er extent can hardly be successfully 
taught through motion pictures.^ 


"There is no doubt that 
motion 


pictures .are" rapidly gaining in im- 
portance in teaching1, but they never 
will replace text books entirely."

A. We are indebted to Mr. Zimmerman, the 


secretary of state, for this account of 
the 


steps through which a bill passes. 


1. Author takes data to the legislative ref- 


erence liuraiy. 


2. Reference library prepares, according to 


statute, corrects grammar and rhetoric, and 
numbers according to, the statute to be af- 
fected.

A.—The following program of work

Q.—What proportion of the income of 
the 


United -States is spent for military purposes 1 


A.—There has recently been a controversy 


on this subject between the war department 
and certain organizations for the promotion of 
peace. The difficulty is due to the difference in 
the charts of national expenditures prepared 
separately by the bureau of the budget and t?ls 
bureau of efficiency. The former is based on 
gross government expenditures, and therefore 
charges 15.5% to the practically self-support- 
ing post office department, thus reducing the 
percentages attributed to other branches of the 
governmnet. In this chart 13.5% goes to na- 
tional defense, 19.2% to military pensions, re- 
tirement pay, etc., and 34.4% t^ interest and 
retirement of the public debt, incurred in large 
measure by past wars. The calculations of th 
bureau of efficiency are based on net expendi- 
tures, and are therefore somewhat different. 
On this bisis 20.2% ($550,000,000) is spent for 
the support of the army and navy, 25.9% for 
the pensions and care of soldiers', and' 39.3% 
for interest and retirement of the public debt. 
We may thus 
calculate 
that approximately 


85% of our national revenue is expended for 
national defense and for past wars. 
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came a law it would not be a remedy for the 
ii!s of labor. 


The farmers are expecting relief from this

For the benefit of some I am going to call to 


the attention of the reacTe'r a few facts rela- 
tive to these conditions confronting us and let 
you draw yoxir own conclusion. 
We have in 


this country 24,356,(576 homes. Fifty-four and 
four-tenths percent are rented. Over half of 
the homes in the United States are rented. 
Most any man will fight for his home but wlil 
he fight for a landlord's home when he makes 
him pay so much rent? Think it over. There 
nre 0,408,343 farmer homes here and thirty- 
eight and one-tenth percent are rented and 
thirty-seven and two-tenths are 
mortgaged, 


making seventy-five and three-tenths percent 
of the homes of the farmers that can not be 
called their own and since these statistics were 
taken in 1920 many other of the farms have 
passed into the hands of the speculators. From 
i'JlO to 1920 the mortgaged indebtedness on 
the farms increased a little over 10 percent 
and since then if it has not increased faster it 
is because the 
mortgages were foreclosed, 


which increases the number of tenants. 
This 


means more tenants and more landlordism. Any 
danger in this? Read past history, ye wise- 
acres. 


A larger percent of the homes are owned in 


the country than in the cities, but with the 
lure of high wages in the city, together with 
other inducements, this condition will be chang- 
ed and the larger percent will be owned in the 
city provided that the wage workers, through 
their organization, do not let "big business" 
continue to rob them as now. 


The farmers are much more in need of re- 


medial legislation than are the wage workers, 
and if not given relief, the wage workers will 
be among the first to suffer for the -want of 
something to eat.—J. Weller Long.
